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KEENELAND AND KENTUCKY 

In its Annual Statistical Review covering the racing year 1956 the 
Thoroughbred Record lists 100 stallions whose colts and fillies brought the 
highest average prices at the yearling sales conducted at Keeneland, Sara- 
toga, Garden State, Maryland, California and Woodbine. The list includes 
19 European and 6 Canadian horses as well as 13 located in California 
whose offspring bring premium prices because they alone are eligible for 
the rich purses of California-bred races. This leaves 62 stallions in the 
United States which competed for the best mares on an unrestricted basis, 
4 of which were in Maryland, 3 in New Jersey and 2 in Virginia. The re- 
maining 53—85'4%—were in Kentucky. 

There are a number of reasons why the Blue Grass—that section lying 
within a 40 mile radius of Lexington—achieved this eminence. For the first 
100 years of our breeding history Virginia enjoyed a similar monopoly. 
But the farms of the Virginia Tidewater, then having no way to transport 
fertiliser, became depleted. Many Virginians migrated to Kentucky where 
they found a soil naturally rich in both lime and phosphate. In 1849 Robert 
Aitcheson Alexander, heir to the great Airdrie iron works in Scotland, came 
to Woodford County to live where his father, Benjamin Franklin’s private 
secretary in Paris, had acquired 2700 acres. Mr. Alexander founded at 
Woodburn the first great stock farm in the country, standing Lexington, 
*Australian and a select band of broodmares many by *Glencoe, thus be- 
coming the unquestioned leader of American bloodstock breeding. 

In later years other leaders established stud farms in the area. At the 
Nursery Stud August Belmont II of New York bred Fair Play and Man 
o’War; at Castleton James R. Keene of California stood Domino and Com- 
mando and bred Black Toney, foundation sire of E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour 
stud; Harry Payne Whitney, when plans to move his stud from New Jersey 
to Virginia fell through, also came to Kentucky; William Woodward of 
New York sent his imported French mares to board with Arthur Hancock, 
Sr. formerly from Virginia; and Warren Wright of Chicago dispersed the 
standardbred stud his father had established at Calumet, assembled a not- 
able band of stakes-winning mares and was fortunate enough to buy a 
yearling colt named Bull Lea. Other men contributed greatly to the pro- 
motion of the Blue Grass—John E. Madden, the Hancocks, father and son, 
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Henry Knight, John Hertz and Leslie ‘? 
Combs. 

Because 85% of the top stallions in 
the country are consequently concen- 
trated in Kentucky a majority of the 
best mares are also there permanently 
and a considerable portion of the re- 
mainder come there for the breeding, 
season or longer. To a somewhat les- 
ser extent this same concentration 
applies to the yearlings which they pro- 
duce, making Lexington a Mecca for 
yearling buyers. Some 13 years ago 
the leading breeders in the area or- 
ganized the Breeders’ Sales Company 
which, under the management of Wil- 
liam S. Evens has become the most 
successful livestock cooperative in the 
world, with its own air-conditioned 
sales pavilion and adjoining stables on 
the grounds of the Keeneland race 
track. Although it conducts sales of 
yearlings and older horses at other 
times, the Keeneland summer sales of 
selected yearlings are the yearly high- 
light of its activities. It is to the year- 
lings of the 1957 sales, to be held this 
year on July 29, 30 and 31 that this is- 
sue is primarily devoted.

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Traffic Judge Scores Impressive Victory 


In 71st Running of Suburban Handicap 
Raleigh Burroughs 


For thousands of years, theologians 
have been arguing about the hereafter. 
Votaries of religions and sects have 
promised GOOD people everything from a 
shady place beneath a tree to a bacchanal. 
There is a wide divergence of opinion as 
to “‘what dreams may come when we 
have shuffled off this mortal coil,’’ but 
everybody agrees that something better 
awaits us inthe next life - ifwe’re "’good’’. 
The point strongly stressed is that we'll 
be better off dead. 

I heard an unhappy Turf enthusiast 
give voice to this very thought onthe train 
homeward bound from Delaware Park 
recently. 

With horses it’s different. All good 
horses go to heaven, but they don’t have to 
die first. When their work in the vineyard 
(on the track) is completed, they are car- 
ried off to places with green pastures, 
clear streams, vitamins A, B2 and E, and 
lovable companions. Omar Khayyam would 
have put his stamp of approval upon such 
edens, 

It is true that some not-so-very-good 
horses are sneaked into earthly paradises 
by ill-advised sponsors, but it’s possible 
that a few not-completely-sinless humans 
may get by the pearly gates if they’ve 
got enough of the right people backing 
them. 

Traffic Judge added another jewel to 
his crown on the Fourth of July and that 
gave him enough points to enter Lou 
Doherty’s horse heaven, e.i., the Stallion 
Station. The golden carpet has been rolled 
out and there is formal rejoicing. 

The five-year-old horse won the Sub- 
urban Handicap on Independence Day, 
earning $58,450, which ran his lifetime 
total to $432,650. His record now stands 
13 victories in 44 starts. Stakes won dur- 
ing four seasons on the track are the 
Prairie State, Withers, Ventnor Turf, 
and Wpodward Stakes, the Ohio Derby, 
Laurel Turf Cup, and the Jerome, and 
Metropolitan Handicaps, before the Sub- 
urban, 

The horse was bred and raced by the 
late Clifford Mooers; after Mr. Mooers 
death, he was purchased by Messrs, Lou 
Doherty and E. Barry Ryan for $362, 
345.67. 

The son of *Alibhai-Traffic Court, 
by Discovery, has earned $120,325 for his 
new owners, so they have better than one- 
third of their investment back, 


~ As a race, the Suburban was a beaut. 
These handicappers are getting so good 
that it wouldn’t surprise me to see a rash 
of multiple dead-heats break out. 

Frank E, Kilroe did the slide-rule 
work on this one and came within a yard 
or two of getting a triple tie. 

Lofty Peak set the pace and held on 
almost to the wire. Traffic Judge and Ded- 
icate caught up with him in the stretch and 
it was a tight thing at the finish. Traffic 
Judge won over Lofty Peak by a head, but 
Dedicate couldn’t whip the front runner. 
He was third, a neck behind Lofty Peak 
and 2 1/2 lengths before Admiral Vee. 

Dedicate was top-weight under 126 and 
the choice at 4.15 to 1, while Traffic 
Judge was the second horse at 4.20 to l, 
and second high-weight with 124, 

Arcaro rode the winner of the mile- 
and-one-quarter race. It was the 7lst 
running of the Suburban. 

J. W. Maloney trains Traffic Judge. 

The Saranac Handicap (July 6) looked 
like a soft touch for Greentree Stable’s 
Cohoes, and the outcome bore out the 
judgment of the favorite players. Going 
off at 1 to 2, the son of *Mahmoud-Belle 
of Troy, by Blue Larkspur, followed 
Bakht’s early pace, took the lead before 
going six furlongs and drew out to win by 
three lengths over Bureaucracy. Pert- 
shire was third, and Bakht, fourth. 

The race, worth $18,500, gives Cohoes 
$31,400 for 1957. He has 3 wins and a 
third in 9 tries. Last year, he won 2 of 
11 and $48,465. His only stakes win in 
1956 was in the Grand Union Hotel. 

The Gaver-trained, Atkinson-ridden 
three-year-old was bred by Greentree 
Farm. 


Arlington Park 

E. Gay Drake's Swoon’s Son continues 
on his devastating way. On July 6 he an- 
nexed the Warren Wright Memorial set- 
ting a new track record of 1:21 3/5 for 
seven furlongs. He was top-weight in the 
race under 130 pounds. Calurnet’s Fabius 
was second choice under 125 and finished 
second. Third money went to Besomer, 

The son of The Doge-Swoon, by Sweep 
Like, won by three lengths. 

Under Dave Erb, he took the lead com- 
ing into the stretch and ran away from his 
opposition, 

Taking $31,700 from the race, Swoon’s 
Son ran his money total to $630,630, which 
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places him ninth among the leading money 
winners for all time. Besides the Wright 
Memorial, the four-year-old colt has 
won the Churchill Downs, Citation and 
La Salle Handicaps this year. He was 
third in the Balmoral Turf Handicap, so 
his record stands 4 wins and a third in 5 
tries. Last season it was 10 for 12, 
with 2 seconds,

In the filly race, Margaretta had things 
pretty much her own way. Doug Dodson let 
her settle into stride and then moved up to 
take the lead. She won by 31/2 over Hasty 
Doll, with Leisure Lady and Oil Rich 
following. 

The young daughter of Beau Max (from 
La Marga, by Depth Charge) earned $11, 
500, and that makes her total $43,303. 
She has 8 wins and 2 seconds in12 starts. 
Other stakes wins were in the Debutante 
at Churchill Downs and the Susan Stakes 
at Thistledown, 

Monte Preston trains her. King Ranch 
was her breeder.

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HE RUBS IRON LIEGE 


(Editor’s Note: The following, part of Tom 
O‘Reilly’s regular column in a recent 
issue of The Morning Telegraph, sets forth 
in words the relation between a top race 
horse and his groom so vividly, that we 
here reprint it in full). 

Wendell Griffin is a tall, slender, 
brown-eyed, clean cut, intense, 35-year- 
old Ohioan whoused to be stable foreman 
for Dixiana Farm’s Jack Hodges, but 
preferred rubbing horses and quit. Now, 
although a member of nochurch, he sleeps 
under a crucifix hung above his cot in the 
Calumet stable’s tack room. He rubs Iron 
Liege, the Kentucky Derby winner. No- 
where will you find a prouder, happier or 
more nervous gentleman on the eve of a 
horse race. Mrs. Gene Markey may be- 
lieve Iron Liege belongs to her, Jimmy 
Jones may think he trains him, Wendell 
Griffin knows better. 

*‘When you win a race with a horse 
you’ve rubbed, he’s yours,’’ exclaimed 
Griffin with all the conviction of a man 
who had discovered a great truth. ‘‘You 
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don’t say it out loud, maybe. But you 
know in your heart it’s true. Why look at 
old Sub Fleet. I used to rub him for Dix- 
iana. Now when I visit him at the Stallion 
Station in Kentucky and say ‘C‘mere Sub,’ 
he knows my voice right away. Comes 
over and nuzzles me. Lookin’ for candy. 
They don’t forget. 

**Last winter, a year ago, I had quit 
at Dixiana an’ was takin’ a vacation in 
Florida when Jimmy Jones asked me if I 
wanted to come back to rubbin’ horses 
for him, I was tickled pink to goback with 
Calumet and then, later on, Jimmy Jones 
said to me: ‘Here’s twohorses. Take your 
pick, I want you to get some roses.” I 
picked Iron Liege and Bert Venus took Gen. 
Duke. Bert’s done a good job with Duke. 
So good in fact that he hasn’t made my job 
any easier. For a long time Iron Liege 
was looking at two runnin’ horses. Gen. 
Duke and Bold Ruler was settin’ world 
records an’ track records. That takes a 
lot out of you. I figured if Iron Liege just 
keeps goin’ he’ll make it. He ain’t gonna 
dream an’ win it. He has togetin there an’ 
go. 

*‘He ain’t no champion work horse. 
He’s temperamental, like oldSub. When he 
gets in front he likes to play with horses. 
A while back a fella says to me his coat 
needed polishin’, That was somethin’, 
I know what he needs is to keep his legs 
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races, What you need is legs. 

**y’know I had to cut out givin’ Iron 
Liege peppermint candy. He was eatin’ 
too much of it. I mix the peppermint in 
his mash now. It’s great stuff, sweetens 
his stomach and I learned about it from old 
Doc Upton, the veterinarian at Hollywood 
Park. I was rubbin’ a horse, named Pen- 
dulum, and the doc said he had ulcers. 
He asked if I fed him sugar and when I 
said yes he told me to switch to pepper- 
mint candy. That cleared up the ulcers 
right away. Well, later, whenI was rubbin’ 
Sub Fleet, he got off his feed, too. That old 
horse got so he wouldn’t eat three quarts 
of oats a day and every afternoon he seemed 
to have a bellyache. When Doc Hagyard 
down in Kentucky, said he had ulcers I 
went right down to the corner store and 
asked the lady for some peppermint candy. 
She said she had scme down the cellar. 
She came up with a 40 pound box an’ I 
bought it all. Pretty soon Sub Fleet flat- 
tened out and was eatin’ nine quarts of 
oats every day. He started runnin’, too. 
We knocked four-fifths of a second off 
the mile and a quarter track record in 
the Hawthorne Gold Cup, beatin’ Smoke 
Screen, Indian Hemp and some other good 
horses. : 

**Reason I had to quit givin’ Iron Liege 
his candy stick was because, like kids 
I guess, we was over-doin’ it. He got to 
cribbin’, which means suckin’ air, an’ I 
switched it to his mash. He got pretty 
sore at me for that. When he realized 
I wasn’t gonna give him any more candy 
why, when I come around, he’d just pin 
his ears back an’ turn away. Trentonian 
was the worst though. I rub him, too. 
Naturally, if I cut off the candy for the one 
it wouldn’t have been fair to give none to 
the other. An’ Trentonian, he got real 
mad. Kicked me, I liked to died laughin’, 
Now they’re both over it and nuzzle 
around, as usual, although the other day 
some photographers asked me to pose 
givin’ a stick o’ candy to Iron Liege. I 
did it for ‘em an’ he’s been tryin’ to 
hustle me for some more ever since. 

**When he wasn’t eatin’ right he made 
me so nervous I just couldn’t watch him 
run. When he ran in the Flamingo I stood 
behind the grandstand sucking on a pop 
bottle and takin’ inventory. I knew I did 
all I could for him, At the Florida Derby 
there’s a little shack near the finish line 
an’ I went in there. I tried to look, but 
my heart was beatin’ so fast I just had to 
give it up. I was dreamin’ about him 
nights. Jimmy Jones saw I was pretty 
bad, I guess, an’ asked me if I wanted a 
vacation. I said ‘No,’ I*‘d work it out. He 
was awful encouraging. After each race, 
he’d say, ‘Don’t worry. You're gonna get 
the big money one o” these days.’ 

‘The Derby was the first race I 
watched him run this year. I had to. 
I stood with the other grooms along the 
outside rail just 50 yards above the fin- 
ish line.

spection team which has been used in the 
past. First of all, a three-man selection 
committee examine the pedigrees of all 
yearlings nominated by consignors, After 
the consignor has been notified as to which 
yearlings have been approved on pedigree, 
he may then choose any one of the approved 
veterinarians to inspect his yearlings for 
conformation, individuality and general 
sales condition. The veterinarian’s report 
is then rendered to the selection commit- 
tee. The consignor is then notified by the 
committee as to which yearlings have 
been given final approval, About ten days 
before the sales themselves, the same 
veterinarian makes a second inspection 
to make sure that the yearlings are in 
good sales condition. 

The board of directors also voted to 
continue its present rule providing: ‘No 
foreign-bred yearlings may be sold in the 
company’s Summer Sales unless such 
yearlings were purchased by the consignor 
at foot of and with dam, or in utero.””

” The Green Spring Valley Hunt 
Made Up of Enthusiastic 


and Plucky Riders 
(Reprinted from THE RIDER AND DRIVER, December 16, 1893) 


A Newcomer in the List, 


Although a newcomer in the list of or- 
ganized fox-hunting clubs, the Green 
Spring Valley Hunt, of Baltimore County, 
has attained a deservedly high reputation, 
not only on account of its personnel, but 
also for the excellent sport and amusement 
it invariably affords. 

Possessing a native pack of some 
twelve or fifteen couples, and hunting a 
country fairly alive with wild foxes, its 
**meets’’ almost always result inacapital 
run, 

For many years the residents of the 
charming district that gives its name to 
the Green Spring Valley Club have hunted 
in a desultory fashion, but it was not until 
the fall of 1892 that they permanently or- 
ganized, “‘The primary object was to 


get together a useful pack of fox hounds”’, 
to quote the words of the M. F, H.,, ‘‘and 
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to hunt regularly in the season on Saturday 
afternoons and on any other holidays it 
might be found practicable.”’ Frequently, 
also, the hunt takes a run before break- 
fast , as the membership is composed 
largely of mercantile and professional 
men, who desire to avoid encroaching on 
business hours as much as possible. 

Through the courtesy of C, Morton 
Stewart the kennels were temporarily 
located at his country seat, ‘‘Cliffeholme’’, 
where his sons, the Messrs, Stewart, who 
have always taken the keenest interest in 
the success of the club, formerly kept a 
small private pack, Shortly after the 
organization, however, the membership 
having largely increased, the necessity 
of securing permanent quarters became 
apparent, and a lease of an old tavern, fam- 
ous in coaching days, and known as the 
‘*Ten-Mile House”’ was taken, It is situate 
on the Reisterstown turnpike, and is ad- 
mirably adapted to the purposes of the 
club, Ample stabling is provided for the 
horses of members either for a tempor- 
ary sojourn, or a lengthy stay, under the 
charge of a capable groom. The house is 
fitted up simply but comfortably, and in 
keeping with sporting tastes. Superb farms 
and country seats are on every hand, 
among them ‘“‘Burnside’’ the Hackney 
breeding establishment of the Messrs, 
Shoemaker, and the only one of its kind in 
Maryland. Not far away is ‘‘Brookland- 
wood’’, the estate of George Brown, with 
its mile track, whereon the famous old- 
time steeplechasers Coronet and Problem 
were trained under John Hyland’s watch- 
ful eyes. 

The pack contains representatives of 
the best Maryland and Virginia stock, 
somewhat lighter in body and standing 
higher on the ground than the imported 
hounds, but clear-throated, well- muscled 
and fast, with “‘ears that sweep away the 
morning’s dew”. Their accuracy can best 
be determined by the fact that out of eight 
**meets” they missed finding once. Few 
wild foxes are killed, as when hard press- 
ed they invariably run to earth, holes 
abounding to such an extent thatno system 
of earth stopping is possible. Yet they 
furnish rare sport, with the added conso- 
lation that ‘‘he who fights and runs away 
will live to fight another day.” 

A typical ‘‘meet’’ was at the Wilson 
Sanitarium in the spring of °92, when a 
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fox was started, and ran for over an hour 
with only two slight checks, being finally 
denned under a large rock, Out of fourteen 
starters only four were in at the finish, 
owing to the very difficult nature of the 
country and the fact that the ground was 
very wet. On another occasion, this fall, 
it is reported that three foxes were going at 
the same time, which so confused the 
hounds that they permitted one fox to get 
in their very midst without offering to 
disturb it. The master declared in all his 
experience he had never come across so 
remarkable a sight, 

The swell Elkridgers, the Melton Mow- 
brays of Maryland foxhuntingdom, fre- 
quently send some of their best riders to 
the Green Spring meets, and a friendly 
rivalry is the result. While each club is, 
of course, distinct from the other, their 
respective headquarters are not more than 
ten miles apart, and they frequently hunt 
together, many being members of both or- 
ganizations, 

The Elkridge, with its full hunting cos- 
tume, imported pack, English ‘‘whip”’, 
dock-tailed hunters and general Thorough- 
bred air, is inmarked contrast to the more 
sober ‘‘get-up’’ of the Green Spring Valley, 
but the latter has a way of getting over the 
country and keeping up with the hounds 
that amply atones for the lack of style. 
Personally, we think ‘‘pink’? in some 
shade is a necessity in the hunting field, 
if for no other reason than that it enables 
luckless hunters to follow with the eye long 
after the hounds have gone out of earshot, 
At the same time, no one can help admir- 
ing the earnest love of sport that prompts 
a man to hunt in a pair of rubber boots 
on a long-tailed horse. 

With the exception of the name, there 
is nothing verdant about the Green Spring 
boys, aS many a novice who has adopted 
Tim Burr or Johnny Miller as pilot will 
readily affirm. Wonderful are the tales told 
of the doings of these mighty hunters, and 
remarkable leaps are pointed out with a 
pardonable pride as having beencleared by 
them, compared with which Dick Turpin’s 
classic gate was not a circumstance, 

Johnny Miller is a roan gelding owned 
at one time by the superintendent of a 
Virginia lumber camp, who contented him- 
self with pottering through the woods and 
letting down the bars whenever he came toa 
fence. This gentleman sold him toaneigh- 
bor of somewhat sporting proclivities, 
who found out at the first time of asking 
that his new purchase was a natural jumper 
of extraordinary merit. Since then he has 
changed hands several times, and is now 
the property of the president of the club, 
(Editors Note: Johnny Miller was the first 
winner of the Maryland Hunt Cup.) 

Tim Burr is a half-brother of Johnny 
Miller, a dark chestnut by no means un- 
worthy of his relative, and has the honor 
of carrying the M.F.H, 

W, Plunkett Stewart’s Nero deserves 
more than a passing notice, having won a 
jumping contest held by the club last May.

Although only three years old, he took all 
the obstacles in commanding style, great 
credit being due his young owner for the 
careful and painstaking manner in which he 
conducted his schooling.

History of Field Sports 


Glance for a moment at the history of 
field sports and observe the sweeping 
changes which have followed each im- 
provement in the fowling piece. With the 
introduction of the matchlock falconry de- 
cayed, and the beagle and harrier began 
to extend their domain. These, in turn, 
received a relative check from the flint- 
lock, which widened the sphere of the 
shotgun and extended its scope to slow- 
flying birds. With the invention of the 
percussion capcame still greater changes. 
It gave us modern wing-shooting and all 
that modern wing- shooting implies - point- 
ers, setters, breechloaders and all the 
paraphernalia of the field, Itenthroned the 
neglected quail as prince of game birds 
and debased ground game into vermin, It 
gave us a literature of sport which re- 
acted upon and exalted every form of 
outdoor amusement and made possible 
the existence of such a journal as our 
splendid and beloved Forest and Stream. 

But amid all these changes, these 
constant efforts toward a maintenance of 
equilibrium in the presence of the ever 
disturbing factor of mechanical improve- 
ment, the old sport of fox hunting remains 
what it was of yore. Horse and rider, 
hound and fox, are today substantially 
what they were in the centuries gone by, 
and the devotees of chase simply ask that 
an extraneous agency shall not be employed 
to compass the destruction of their chosen 
sport. 

Of ‘‘the Newport style of hunting’’ I 
know nothing. The anise- seed hag I suppose 
is pretty much a counterpart of the glass 
ball, and need scarcely excite one’s in- 
dignation. Dandies, it is said, make ex- 
cellent soldiers, and for aught we know, 
fops may develop into acceptable sports- 
men, In any case, let us give these gentle- 


men a fair chance, for surely the dude 
affords as noble a spectacle when chasing 
a burnt bone over the open fields, as when 
carrying a cane on the pavement. Inshort, 
it is a move in the right direction, and for 
my part I sincerely hope that he will not 
‘‘break his neck in his servile imitation 
of British sport.’’ For a fellow who takes 
those chances has good stuff in him, and 
the fact that he was not cradled in the 
saddle adds immensely to his merit. The 
new theory that ‘‘it is unsportsmanlike to 
shoot foxes because it is un-English’’, 
sounds somewhat peculiar tous, inasmuch 
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as our fox hunting usages go back to an 
earlier time than the landing of the Pil- 
grims, or the first settlement of New York, 

To throw the matter into a sentence; 
There are deadlier ways of taking all 
kinds of fish and game than those prac- 
ticed by sportsmen, and if sportsmen 
themselves willfully ignore each others’ 
methods, how can they expect the general 
public to give even a patient hearing to 
their claims?

Dressage Day at Pebble

the annual Pebble Beach Hunter Trials, 
under the management of Richard D, Col- 
lins, held the first of our Northern Calif- 
ornia modified 3- Phase Events as a part 
of the U. S, Equestrian Team training 
program. This year in connection with the 
Trials, Mr. Collins introduced another in- 
novation for this area - an entire day 
devoted to dressage. The two-day hunter 
trials and 3-phase events were held as 
usual on Saturday and Sunday of the 
first weekend in May, preceded by the 
dressage day on Friday. 

On Friday morning, the third and larg- 
est dressage judging forum of the year 
was held in anew, isolated area beautifully 
surrounded by pine trees and prepared 
by Mr. Collins especially for dressage 
competitions.

In addition to the show’s regular awards, 
for the first time the USET Zone 10 
group award system was used, the awards 
being in the form of red, white and blue 
rosettes. 

It was most interesting that in the 
A-3 test, not one of the 12 or more entries 
was good enough to receive even a third 
place rosette, or in other words, no one 
received 60% of the marks availablel 
This is most significant, as it shows clear- 
ly that our standard of training is far too 
low and the awarding of normal horse 
show trophies and ribbons is such cases 
is only misleading. Instead of being an 
award of excellence, it is merely an in- 
dication that some performances were not 
quite as bad as others! 

In thw B-2 test with ten entries, the 
first five places received. USET Zone 10 
rosettes. Judy Green riding Jim Dandy 
and Karen Harding on Wing's Boy, both of 
Santa Barbara, earned second place ro- 
settes, indicating scores between 70% and 
80% of the total marks available. Mrs. 
Franklyn Downton riding Golden Arrow, 
Mrs. Hermann Friedlaender on Cherry 
Blossom and Mrs. Egon Merz with Steph- 
anette all received third place rosettes. 

In the C-1 test, with five entries, only 
the winner, Mrs. Downton on her Hol- 
steiner mare Golden Arrow, received a 
third place rosette. 

As a result of the day’s competition, 
Mrs. Franklyn Downton and GoldenArrow 
are in the lead for the Zone 10 Perpetual 
Dressage Trophy with 10 points. Judy 
Green and Karen Harding are tied in 
second place with 6 points each. Tied for 
third place with 4 points each are Mrs. 
Egon Merz and Mrs. Hermann Friedlaen- 
der. 

After observing the horses and riders 
during the Open 3- Phase Test, the Zone 10 
Committee approved offering its assist- 
ance to three riders to prepare them for 
participation in the National Open Three- 
Day Event to be held at Broadmoor, Colo, 
in September.

In the May 1957 issue of the British 
magazine ‘‘Riding’’, Mr. R. S, Summer- 
hays makes the following suggestions con- 
cerning a course for judges. **The ques- 
tion of the flow of new judges to take the 
place of the deceased and decrepit may 
or may not be the show-world’s problem 
Number One, but to judge by the amount 
of talk that goes on, in season nd out, 
it may well be.

who is interested in -the subject knows 
how much can be learned from comparing 
and, in fact, judging the merits of the 
horses shown, 

**A knowledge of anatomy, which need 
not be too technical, is obviously desirable 
and interesting, while, as part of the syl- 
labus, an elementary knowledge of defects, 
such as splints, spavins, curbs, and soon, 
and the value to be attached to them, when 
judging a horse should be included, This 
becomes even more important when we 
consider how often judges are called upon 
to officiate in breeding classes, for there 
a knowledge of what is, or is not, her- 
editary is absolutely essential.

**A course for prospective judges would 
be most desirable. A week of concentrated 
study and examinations should most cer- 
tainly separate the wheat from the chaff. 
Let us consider what ground should be 
covered; in short, of what the syllabus 
should consist, 

**To take the most important point - 
conformation. Lectures on this subject 
with, of course, suitable examples avail- 
able - in other words, various types of 
horse, good, bad and indifferent - would be 
essential, and the more indifferent ones 
the better, for it is from these that what 
is correct is most easily learned. 

“‘Of paramount importance, however, 
is the horse as near perfection in confor- 
mation as possible. In this connection, 
there is, of course, much to be learned 
from the many books written on conforma- 
tion, I am sure the services of some of 
our eminent judges as lecturers and ex- 
aminers would be available, and would be 
of the greatest possible value, 

“Allied to this subject is the question 
of action, and the opportunity to study this 
should be available at the same time, 
There is an unlimited supply of photo- 


cluded in the syllabus is the question of 
showring procedure and etiquette, and the 
judge’s attitude vis-a-vis the competitors, 
the stewards, and his rights and obliga- 
tions to call for the opinion of the show’s 
appointed veterinary surgeon and when a 
competitor should have the opportunity 
to retire from a class. One of our top- 
class stewards, say from the International, 
Richmond or Windsor shows, could give 
an interesting lecture on this subject. All 
this is important , for there is much which 
should be known and about whichI am sure 
some judges are rather hazy.””

George Young; Veterinary Matters, set by 
Dr. James Z, Edelblut; Foxhunting, set by 
the Master of the Potomac Hunt, Judge 
Richmond B, Keech. The results showed 
a good working knowledge of veterinary 
matters, anot so good but adequate apprec- 
iation of fox-hunting but, with one or two 
exceptions, a poor to negligible knowledge 
of horsemanship. 

Saturday started with stables at7A.M. 
and breakfast at 8 AM followed by a morn- 
ing of Dressage and an afternoon of Cross 
Country riding. The British “*Z’’ test 
was used for the Dressage which was 
judged by Miss Sylvia Roas and Mr. Stew- 
art Treviranus. 

Since the majority of competing horses 
had grown up in the hunting field and had 
only been initiated into the exacting man- 
oeuvres of dressage during the last month, 
it was not surprising that the scores were 
uniformly low. Only one competitor man- 
aged to get more than a third ofthe maxi- 
mum total of 90 points. The test demon- 
strated the need for many months of plan- 
ned schooling. Most of the horses were be- 
hind the bit and transitions from one phase 
to another were often abrupt. 

The winner , Judy Hougen, was notice- 
ably more polished than the rest, it was a 
pity she lost seven points as wrong course 
penalties. 

In the afternoon the moderately severe 
cross country course tested the jumping 
abilities of the horses and their riders. 
The course lay over the Potomac Hunt 
land and the adjacent fields of Judge 
Keech, M. F. H., Mr. Thompson and Mr. 
Bogley. Out of twenty-one entries there 
were ten eliminations and only two penal- 
ty-free competitors, Anthony Van Hover 
and Robin Hughes. Reluctance to jump 
water freely was very noticeable. 


In the evening the tired children were 
entertained by a barbecue and film on 
**1956 Olympics”. 

Over the Stadium Jumping course, 
there were no less than seven clear rounds, 
Eight competitors were eliminated, two 
for error of course not rectified and two 
for late arrival. Only one horse was elim- 
inated through lameness. 
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The scores for stable management 
were high, except for the Potomac Blue 
team which scored zero onthe second day. 
Despite this fall from grace they won the 
whole event with over 100 points tospare. 
This team rode horses rather than ponies 
and it was inevitably a tough proposition 
for the ponies to come to terms with them. 
The team captain Judy Hougen rode anex- 
tremely smooth event, but lost marks 
by riding a very slowcross country phase; - 
her back was paining her considerably, 
the result of having come a royal cropper 
during practice earlier in the week, Robin 
Hughes and Pat Talbott performed very 
capably while Stevie Jackson demonstrated 
what sound basic riding can do with a 
difficult horse. 

Anthony Van Hover took first place 
on the whole event. He rode uniformly 
well and showed the girls that a strong 
pair of legs is still worth having. Jack 
Vordenberge demonstrated the same thing 
with his smart pony. Debra Scarff did 
well to bring her pony ifto fifth place. 
Penny Van Hover took first place in the 
Potomac small pony team with Sherry 
Andrews a good second,
